Town planning is in high disrepute 
among the civic officials cf Edmonton. 

It is regarded with such flagrant and 
obvious contempt that the Edmonton chap- 
ter of the Alberta Association of Archi- 
tects has been moved to make a vigorous 


protest to the city council. 


This strong and forthright protest 
proves the urgency of The Edmonton Bul- 
letin’s frequent contention that unless town 
planning is placed on an authoritative and 
respected basis, particularly with regard 
to the civic centre area, growth in Edmon- 
ton will be chaotic and even impeded. 

What specifically excites the archi- 
tects’ ire is that the city, after patiently 
acquiring land in the four blocks desig- 
nated as a civic centre area, is now dili- 
gently allocating that land to private in- 


terests. 


In brief, the complaint is that the city 
is deliberately confusing and perverting 
what town planning has been done in the 


centre of the city. 


In the association’s own words, these 
allocations of civic centre land are being 
made to private interests without “suf- 
ficient regard to convenience of traffic, 


car-parking and of beauty 
ments.”

Merely to order an aggressor 
army to “cease fire” and “stand 
fast” after an aggression has been 
committed is in fact playing right 
into the hands of the aggressors, 
It allows them to keep what they 
had no right to grab in the first 
place 

Thus the first “cease fire” order 
in Palestine saved the invading 
armies from sure defeat and 
maybe annihilation. Each out- 
break of fighting saw the Israeli 
armies expel more of the invad- 
ing armies, Finally, to speed the 
departure of the Egyptian in- 
vaders, Israeli armies swept 
through part of Egypt. This has 
caused a great fluttering in the 
UN dovecots. There is some talk 
of branding Israel as a “law- 
breaker.”

Britain and Israel will do well

vital sector of the cold war, Brit- 
ain is fearful that Russia r gain 


if they follow the urgent advice 
of the United States that they 
treat the shooting-down of the 
five British planes by Israeli 
forces as a “regrettable incident 
only.” 

This “incident” in itself isn’t of 
world-rocking consequence. Yet 
it could be the fuse to set off 
explosions which would blow us 
all into another global conflict 

The differences between Britain 
and the Jewish people of Pales- 
tine are many and of long stand- 
ing. However, the current up- 
heaval revolves about a politco- 
military situation, involving con- 
trel of the Negev desert in South- 
ern Palestine 

Israel claims the Negev as part 
of the new Jewish state's verry 
tory. Britain wants control be- 
cause of the Negev's great stra- 
legic importance 

It is a safeguard of the Suez 
Canal as the vital water communi- 
cation with the Far East. It also 
is the land brige to vast fields of 
petroleum 

The importance of this area is 
emphasized by Britain's oceupa- 
tion of the Red.Sea port of Aqaba 
in Trans-Jordan. This ancient 
city, from which King Solomon 
sailed for Ophir to gather gold 
and gems, is at the crossroads of 
land and sea routes. Control of 
it has been sought by a long 
succession of powers. 

This Middle Eastern area is a 


domination of this theatre by 
backing Israel. It is charged that 
the embargo on arms to Pales- 
tine is being broken by Czecho- 
slovakia, which is shipping muni- 
tions under orders from Moscow. 
This could bring about a drastic 
change in the balance of power 
in the Middle East, with Russia 
securing the advantage,

1. It provides airfields for the 
protection of the Arabian oil 
regions 

2. It provides airfields for pro- 
tection of the Suez Canal zone. 

3. In event of war it would pro- 
vide airfields for advance defence 
of Allied bases along the Mediter- 
ranean for bombers,
